The members may be -elected if t.iay poll more than 50 f> of the 
votes of all Associationymembers* Any menber say be re-elect/ any number 
of times. 

{7} All other Si no- 'Soviet Friendshi p Associations in d istricts ar Ities of 
the Euantunr area shall- be under the control of this Assoeiai 
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Article III J'reti ngs arid Official Duties: 

(1) General Assembly of the Representatives cf the Association: * "* ^ 

{a) TV is assembly shall be held once yearly and be called by the *» 

Executive Committee. Emergency meetings shall >»e called at the 
request of two-thirds of the Executive Committee members or by 
more than 50% of all Association members. 

<b) The Representatives’ General Assembly is to receive progress 

reports of the Association, approve plans, elect Executive Committee 
members and criticize the work of the Association* 

(2) Executive Committee: 

(a) The meetings of the Executive Committee shall be cabled by the 
Standing Committee, and it shall meet every three mcriths. 

(b) The Executive Committee has the power to propose and enact all 
working plans. Test important bills shall be first discussed and 
passed by the entire Executive Committee before being enforced* 

(3) Control Committee: 

(a) The committee meetings must be called by its chairman and it 3hall 
meet every three months, Emergency roetings shall be called if 
necessary. 

(b) The committee is directly responsible to the member!'? tf the Association. 
It shall supervise the Representatives’ Genera] Assembly in carrying 
out resolutions and shall check the income and expenses cf the 
Association, 

(4) Standing Committee: 

(a) The committee meeting shall be called by it3 chairman av vice- 
chairman and shall meet monthly. Emergency meetings sb be cabled 
if necessary. 

(b) Routine matters shall be decided and acted upon by this o'.rnittee. 
Standing Committee members must attend office daily in >rdtv to 
dlsrose of tb- daily work* 

(5) Affairs of the Association: 

(a) The important work of the Association (Port Arthur) is +> supervise 
and lead the work cf all branches of the Association in various 
areas and to assure the carrying out of all decisions. 

(b) The Association does not accept members directly. 



Article IV Membership: 

(1) Qualification: All people who agree with Article I, paragraph (2), 

regardless of race, creed, sex, rank or party, may apply for membership. 

A prospective member mu3t be introduced by two members of the Association. 

Persons between the ares of 13 and 16 may become members on probation. 

Any organization may become a group member of the Association after 

approval by the Executive Committee. 

(2) Rights and Privileges: 

(a) Members of the Association have the right to vote and hold office on 
any committee. 

(b) Members have the right to use all installations of the ;■ relation. 

(c) Members may resign from the Association at any time by f . dressing the 
Assooin+irr in writing and returning their membership c is. 

(3) Obligations: 

(a) Members shall carry out ary decisions of the Associntio 

(b) Member' shall obey the rules and regulations of the Ass .""at ion as 
stated in Article I, paragraph (2), both in word and deed. These who 
digobey shall be first warned, then criticized, and finally, expelled 
from the Association. 

(c) J.'en>b'‘Ts arc obliged to pay a membership fee twice yearly.. Reductions 
nav be made for those who find it difficult to mv.

Article VI Amendments: 

(1) The above rules and regulations were passed by the First Session of 
the Kuantunr Preliminary Representatives’ Assembly. 

(2) Inadequacy, if any, shall be discussed and corrected by the General 
Assembly and the Executive Committee. - 

(3) The right to explain the above regulations rests with the Starling 
Committee of the Association.” 
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
